In 1880 an iict was introduced into the 
provincial lej^isUitiiri' intituled " An act 
to inaki^ Viilid and binilinL; im cilliciid map 
or survey of till! city of Victoria." Thia 
uct recited anionL; othoi' thini,'s as follows: 

Tlmt the official map of 1858 made 
from tho surveys of B. W. Fearse and J. 
D. Peniberton is in such u damaged state 
that measurements and angles cannot be 
obtained from it with accuracy; 

That in conseiiuonco of this tho cupora- 
lion had caused a survey of the city to bo 
made by MaluKvi A; Cridge; 

That Dennis Harris had prepared a map 
in accordance with the survey and field 
notes made by them; 

That this map had been checked and 
verified by p. W. Pearse and J. D. Pem- 
liurton, connnissionors appointed for that 
purpose; 

That it was intended that stone bouiul- 
arios or monunionts should be placed un- 
der then- iliiectiona to mark the govurn- 
ing points and centre lines of struets,aiul 
llial it was expedient to declare that the 
naid map an made " fliall be taken to !)e 
Die otlici:d map of the city of N'ictoiia." 

'I'lie act was referred by tho legislature 
lu the private hills committee and the map 
was produced before the committee by 
Dennis Harris as the map or plan of the 
city of Victoria, made by him in accord- 
ance with tho field notes of Mahood & 
Cridge. The map and act w ere examined 
by tho conuuittee, objectiiuis ur^^cil by 
citizens coiiaidt'red, and after .some modi- 
tications llie act and map were ap|UMVod 
by the private bills ctnuinittee, and sub- 
sefjuontly passed tho legislature. 
The act required that this map should 
b(? deposited in the ofKco of the registrar 
general of titles at Victoria and declared 
that "tho said map" after registration, 
•'aiiall he deenitd to be the ofKcial map 
of tho city of Victoria." 

In 1881 a petiti(ui was presented to the 
legislature by .\. 1>. Ilray, acting as agent 
for James Yates, which contained tlie se- 
rious charge tliat the ma|) liad been alter- 
ed between t lie lime tlie act was paf.sed 
and tlnj (late !' registration; and the pe- 
titioner prayed that an enquiry be made 
by the lo^'ialature. The petition was re- 
ferred to the private bills coraraitteo, 
which hold an investigation. Among tho 
witnesses wiire Messrs. Cridge, Harris, 
I'earso and Pembertoii. 'I'heir evidence 
18 printed in thi! votes and proceeilings 
of the legislative assembly, and some of it 
is so extraordinary that we here quote i*: 

Mr. Cridge said--" In our coi^trait 
with tho city we wore to make a map from 
our notes, which we did; tho map we 
made was on the same scale as the [iresent 
city map. I have scaled the official map 
and find that in certain respects it does 
not agree with my field notes. I assisted 
Mr. Harris in placing some of tho stones 
marking the street lines. In every case 
where fassistod tho centre of tho street 
was found by measuring from building to 
building on either side, and not from our 
field notes. The stones might have been 
just as u-ell put in befure tlie survey was 
made. " 

Mr. Harris said — '• I had charge of 
this map in my ofHce and produce it be- 
fore the committee. I had possession of 

tho map from the time it passed the 
hou.se until its registration. An addition 
was made to the map whilst in my 
charge. " 

Mr. B. \V. Pear.se said — "Certain in- 
complete maps were produced before the 
comniittoe last session. The committee 
must understand that it was not pretend- 
I'd that they wi^re i 'm;ileteand they were 
produced to illustrate the way in which 
the work would be finished. The bulk of 
tho work was done, in fact, last summer. 
The survey was not cjmploted by Mahood 
it Cridge. Mr. Harris coiiipleted the uii- 
finished iiorlion of the survey." 

Mr. J. D. I'embertoii said — " The sur- 
vey was embodied in a map and produced 
before the conunittee in an iiicomploto 
state. We did not complete our work of 
checking and verification till about the 
(ith November. I am not conscious that 
I over saw the act p.-iased by tlie house 
last !May. I was not guided by the act in 
reference to anything ilniie to the map. 1 
was never siip[ilied with a copy of the 
act." 

On the evidence taken by the private 
bills committee, of which the above ex- 
tracts arc spociniena, the committee came 

to the conclusion tliat the map was no 
better than waste paper. 'J'he report of 
the committee to tho legislative assembly 
is too long for insertion here. We con- 
lino ouraolvos to the concluding portion 
I'f ilwhicli reads as f'lllows: 

" That your ci-mmittee art' of opinion 
ih.'it in consei|uenci^ of the alterations 
made by (he aforesaid cimmissionens dur 
iiig the interval between the passage of 
the act and tho registration of the said 
map as aforesaid^ the legality of the said 
map has been invalidated and that the 
registration of the said map so altered 
has ill consequence no fnree or effect." 

The .survey of the city, the preparation 
of th(! map and ail (>X[ienses connected 
with it, including the large [layment made 
to .Messrs. Maluiod, Cridge, Harris, Foarso 
and Peinbcrton have cost the ta.xpayers 
prcdjaldy ten thiiiia.'Uid didlars, and the 
result. IS a map which as it .stands is ut- 
terly uui'thh'.-^s. 1-J:ich .-uid every om,' 
enncenuul o\ves it to himself to do free uf 
cost to the cily whatever may l)e neces- 
sary to ohlain f(irthe city a valid ollicial 
map. Tho mayoi and councillors should 
at nnce seriously address themselves to 
this matter, and now we have called pub- 
lic attonti 'ii to it we have performed our 
duty anil anxiously wait to see what they 
w ill do about it.

000 was injured. An astonishing feature 
ia the small danger to ordinarily careful 
paaaoiigors. Tho injuries to employes 
sh( ws a very high rate and the mortality 
is terrible.
